Charge at Washington Believes

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The text 
of the law recently passed by the 
Legislature of the State of Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, which provides for the dis- 
tribution of the profits from al! in- 
dustry among workmen and employ- 


p ers, Was received here today. 


While the law has been interpreted 
some quarters as providing for 
the distribution annually among the 
workers of 60 per cent of al) profits 
aceruing from industry, the text of 
the law does not specifically mention 
the amount to be received by the 
workmen, merely stipulatin that 
per cen n the subject retroac- 
tivity the law says: 
LAW RETROACTIVE. 

“Within a period of thirty days 
after the promulgation of this law 
the central board wil) order, in con- 
formity with same, the installation 
in the State of the special commis- 
sions who determine the partic!- 
ation that the workingmen should 
ave in the profits realised in the es- 
tablishments of this Federal entity 
in the period of time comprised 
5, 1917, and Dec. 31, 


The law was signed bt the Gover- 
nor of Vera Cruz on July 3 and, ac- 
cording to unofficial reports, has 
just been promulgated. These re- 
ports, however, lack verification. 

The law is very long, com 
elghteen typewritten pages, «an 
makes elaborate provision for the 
operation of the profit-sharing plan. 
Numerous fines are imposed for 
minor infractions of the law and ex- 
propriation of property ts provided 
for refusal to comply with its terme. 

SPECIAL COMMISSION. 

Authority for the enforcement of 
the law ie vested in a special com- 
mission appointed in each municipal 
seat of government, and consisting 
of three workingmen, three repre- 
bentatives of the employers, and 
with a third party as chairman, 
elected through common consent, 
from representatives of both the 
employers and workmen. Upon this 
special commission devolves the task 
of determining the amount of par- 
ticipation the workmen shall enjoy 
in the profit accruing from all in- 
dustry. 

All employers must appear before 
the special commission when or- 
dered, must list their property and 
must, at all times, have their books 
open for examination by the work- 
men's accountants. Failure to ap- 
pear before the special commission 
to give itmformation concerning 
their business is punishable by 
fine of 100 pesos, which is turned 
over to the communal fund. 

CONFISCATE PROPERTY. 

If an employer refuses to comply 
with the law, proceedings may be 
instituted before the judge of th: 
court of first instance, in the judi- 
cial district, to which the municipal- 
ity belongs and upon a favorable 
verdict a sufficient amount of prop- 
erty will be embargoed and are- 
tioned off to cover the indebtedness 
and costs, 

Charge d'Affatres Telles of the 
Mexican Embassy eald this evening 
that the Mexican government would 
never permit the promulgation of a 
law enacted by any of the Mexican 
States, that was retroactive.

Railroad Labor Board Makes 
Important Decision. 


Declares Nonunion Men Have’ 
Equal Rights. 


Orders New Election for Shop 
Crafts Men. 


P. NicuT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, July 31.—Declaring 
electiong of employees’ committees 
held by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and by the Pennsylvania shop crafts 
unions illegal and void, the Raliroad 
Labor Board tonight issued a de- 
cision ordering a new ballot to select 
a committee on negotiation on rules 
covering working conditions, to re- 
place the national agreements. 

The decision also canceled rules in 
force as a result-of agreements 
reached by the railroad, with the 
committee elected on the Pennsy!- 
vania ballot. 

The shopcrafts unions are fully 
recognized in the board's decision. 
although nonunion men were de- 
clared to have full and equal rights. 

In a form ballot drafted for use 
in the new election, employees are 
to be given their choice of repre- 


tern federation, affiliated with the 
railway employees’ depaftment of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
the American Federation of Rail- 
road Workers, or by any other or- 
ganization or individual for whom a 
majority vote is cast. 

The board refused to be drawn tn- 
to a discussion of the open shop, 
for which the Pennsylvania has 
openly contended. It was on this 
Principle that the railroad refused 
recently to recognize the union 
claims to representation of the ma- 
jority of shop employees and pro- 
ceeded to hold a general election. 
The board, however, said the di«- 
pute which arose over the union's 
claim was “merely one of proced- 
ure.” 

ORDERS CONFERENCE. 

The ruling orders a conference on 
or before August 10, between répre- 
sentatives of the road, the Pennsyl- 
vania system federation, or any other 
organization having shop crafts 
members, and established to func- 
tion ag a labor organization, and any 
other representative carrying the 
signed authorization of 100 wnor- 
ganized employees. 

This conference ts to @etermine 
the method of holding the new elec- 
tion and the general committee also 
will have charge of the election. In- 


structions giving the form of the 
ballot and the rules of voting and 
controlling the ballots also are given 
with the direction that the vote shall 
be completed “at the earliest pos- 
sible date.” 

Today's decision pointe to a eo- 
lution of a dispute that attracted 
attention even from manufacturers’ 
and shipping associations, who en- 
deavored last week to Intervene tn 
the case. upholding the railroads 
shop policy. The Pennsyivania has 
never deciared opposition to tabor 
unions, but matntained that a “pep- 
ular vote” of emplovees, regardless 
of unton. affiliation, was the proper 
way to solve any problem affecting

ARREST FOLLOWS HOTEL FIRE. 


Grand Jury Action is Hinted as Result of Blaze in Build- 
ing Said to Have Been Recently Insured. 


As a result of a fire, believed to have been of incendiary origin, 


which destroyed the main building of the Casa Del Mar Hotel, between 
Venice and Palms, shortly before 3 a.m. yesterday, causing a loss esti- 
mated at $22,000, Earl Stover, 22 years old, former chauffeur for Mrs. 


H. Roland of Venice, owner of the property, is being held at the County 


Jail for further investigation, and inquiries are under way which may 


lead to grand jury action. The building and the bungalows surrounding 
it were only recently insured for $100,000, it is said. 


The flames were discovered by the 
watchman In the rear of the build- 
ing when he was making his rounds. 
All the gueste hed left the main 
building for the bungalows some 
time before. In spite of the efforts 
of two com jes of the Los Ange- 
les Fire riment and the en- 
tire fire-fighting organization of 
Ventee, the flames had gained such 
headway that it was impoasible to 
save the building. 

Stover, who had been seen about 
the bullding some time before. was 
lodged itn the Venice jail. Later he

ment and made a nation. He became 
ruler, not by birth or inheritance, not 


rarely, if ever, has there been a more 

comely or more gracious death. 

In his presentation address Lieut.-Gov. 
Buchanan of Virginia spoke of the respect 
that the people of his State always felt for 
the mother country. “I inherited sentiments 
of admiration and respect for Bagland from 
my father’s loins and imbibed them from 


from my mother’s breast.” he said. “This 


is the prevailing sentiment throughout Vir- 
ginia. It is natural that a daughter should 
love her mother, and Virginia is England's 
daughter, her eldest daughter in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, named for her virgin 
queen.” 

Never perhaps in times of peace have

so much in vogue since the World War. 
The example of the sacrifice made by our 
country for the common good, when selfish 
material interest dictated that she should 
keep out of the struggle and profiteer off 
the peoples engaged, is one that has not 
been lost on the rest of the world. 

Friendship is always born of some form 
of sacrifice. For centuries countries have 
been hating each other with a bitterness 
stronger than love of life; and whoever is 
capable of hate is also capable of love. 
What is there fllusory about nationa! ami- 
ties as strong and enduring as national ha- 
treds* 

The signif-ance of the unveiling of a 
statue of Washington in Trafalgar Square 
is the close assoctation of two peoples that 
it symbolizes; mot an alliance of govern- 
ments, but a growing spirit of friendliness 
and comradery which should make wars or 
serious quarrels between them in the future 


impossible.

self-controlied, patient and docile that hubby 


has been able to monopolize all the tem- 
perament in the family. There don't seem 
to be any modern specialists in wife-taming, 
the demand evidently having petered out— 
but judges, domestic-relation referees and 
doctors (every last one of them masculine) 
have beep rushing into print with pointers 
for coaxing hubby to amiability. 

One has to admit that the recipes offered 
are peculiarly pleasant cures, much more 
gallant than those once meted out to scold- 
ing wives. No violent discipline, but a 
sweet persuasiveness, the gentle application 
of modern peychology—study, guide, coax 
and win, lead but never drive. Which seems 
to imply that the sterner sex is, after all, of 
more delicate mold, more sensitive, fragile, 
calling for the more refined methods of 
treatment. Petruchio could never have 
tamed Katherine that way; but his own, if 
William Shakespeare is to be regarded as a 
reliable authority, proved highly effective. 
But the methods that proved so successful 
with the hardy fair sex would evidently 


break a modern busband, utterly unbalance 
his sensitive organiem, destroy him, crush 


him. We trust that benign wives fully ap 
preciate this delicately sensitive condition. 

However, while some of them may be re 
sorting to this pleasant applied psychology, 
there seem to be a good deal of evi- 


dence t many of them favor the shorter, 


uglier remedy, to which end so many of 
them keep a handy revolver on the prem- 
ises. In the sophisticated arcadia of Bhong 
it is the troublesome wives who lead very 
short lives; but in the United States, at the 
senith of her progress, there is a marked 
disposition to cut the husband off in the 
heyday of his exuberant nonconformity.

“It's a long lane that has no turn- 
ings and no tin cans.” said George 
Ade, and that applies to film lane, 
too.
